Dl describes a process for the manufacture of a pre-mat from 
lignocellulose and/or cellulose chips or fibers. The pre-mat 
is used for manufacturing chipboards or fibreboards (page 1, 
lines 1-7). According to Dl, the mat is formed from a 
mixture of chips /fibers and binding agent on a movxng strip. 
The mixture passes under a backwards levelling or scrapxng 
device (10) . The scraping device (10) comprises several 
endless bands which can be moved upwards or downwards with 
respect to the mat. The scraping device is connected to a 
measuring device that measures the density of the mat (page 
5-6 lines 20-21) . By moving the scraper elements up or 
down, the density over the mat can be varied . (page 2, lines 
20-28; page 3, lines 18-32) . 

According to Dl, another possibility by using the device 
described above is to achieve a mat with higher density in 
its edge zones and longitudinal zones (page 9, lines 21-25) .

The following observations on the clarity of the claims, description, and drawing or on the question whether the claim are fully 
supported by the description, are made: 

Claim 6 is not: clear and concise. The claim states that the 
fraction of particles should be applied more "thickly" than 
in at least one surrounding area. The expression ^^thickly" 
is not clear and concise and does not give indications to a 
person skilled in the art on how the method should be 
performed. The expression thickly" should be re-phrased so 
that it is evident that the stated areas contain a larger 
weight fraction of particles than the surroxmding areas. 
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
